Static foot problems constitute one of 
the major groups of orthopedic conditions 
in the practice of podiatry. They probably 
cause more physical and emotional suffer 
ing than all other podiatric diseases com 
bined. In otherwise healthy individuals we 
see static foot problems affect their ability 
to work and play, and to a lesser or greater 
degree, produce or contribute to the debility 
and alteration of every tissue of the lower 
extremity. While it is true that static foot 
problems are found in people of all ages, 
it is also true that the subjectively sympto- 
matic patient predominates in the older age 
groups. 

Among the chief characteristics of the 
static foot problem are the obvious de- 
formity, the osseous, fascial, ligamentous 
and joint changes, the muscle imbalance, 
and the gait changes. In the older age 
groups, the clinical picture shows secondary 
changes such as the tylomata and hyper 
keratoses of the skin, the non-specific edema, 
and the distention of the veins, with or 
without purpuric manifestations.

Symptomatically the patient complains of 
early fatigue, burning sensations, numbness 
of one or more of the toes, heaviness of the 
legs and feet, and pain that is more severe 
on standing than on walking or running. 

The rationale of treatment for most of 
the chronic static foot problems is the re- 
duction of stress, the restoration of joint 
mobility, and the increase of muscle power 
and vascularity to the feet. The method of 
treatment selected for rehabilitating the 
static foot problem, be it a flatfoot, a weak- 
foot, a talipes, or any other, will vary with 
the practitioner, but usually a favorable 
response is obtained by intelligent applica- 
tion of mechanotherapy, physical therapy, 
and surgical reconstruction. 

With judicious management, most pa- 
tients with these problems become subjec- 
tively symptom-free. However, there are 
still a significant number of these patients 
who do not respond. Even after a complete 
course of therapy, these patients still com- 
plain that although somewhat better, their 
feet either still burn, feel numb at the toes, 
feel heavy, and still tire easily. The patient 
prefers to wear protective dressings continu- 
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ously even though callosities are minimal. 
There may also be present hypoaesthesia of 
one or more of the toes, hyperalgesia of the 
foot and leg muscles on palpation, and/or 
mild persistent non-specific edema. A review 
of the findings by podiatrist and internist 
will have ruled out other contributary fac- 
tors of systemic origin that could affect the 
feet. 

Approximately 2 years ago, an internist 
referred a patient for treatment of a hyper- 
mobile flatfoot in the hope that this would 
relieve her complaint of an aching and 
cramping type of pain in her calf muscles, 
and of a persistent burning sensation to her 
feet, especially on standing. The physician 
was treating this patient for a low-grade 
thrombophlebitis of the left leg with mod- 
erate discolored purpuric areas on the lower 
third of the leg. The patient’s leg aches 
and cramps were partially relieved by use 
of mechanical therapy and physical therapy, 
but the burning sensation on the plantar 
areas persisted. Her physician had put her 
on large doses of ascorbic acid and_hes- 
peridin to reduce, if possible, her incidence 
One after the 
patient was on this medication she reported 
that the burning sensation in her feet had 
subsided.

This result suggested a review of the ef- 
fects of stress on the feet as it would relate 
to nutrition and the integrity of the capil- 
lary bed. Vitamin C and the bioflavanoids 
are the well-established essentials for the 
maintenance of the integrity of the capil- 
laries, of the connective tissue and to the 
We therefore 
began to prescribe ascorbic acid and _ hes- 
peridin in quantities of 800 mgs. of each 
daily to those patients who were still symp- 
tomatic following therapy for their static

Forty cases of static foot conditions which 
had failed to respond to the use of physical 
measures alone followed over a period of 
2 years. Dietary supplementation of thera- 
peutic doses of ascorbic acid with hesperidin 
relieved ithe persistent subjective complaints 
of burning, numbness, early fatigue and 
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vague aches and pains of the feet and legs. 
Objectively it reduced the chronic areas of 
stasis dermatitis, the discolored purpuric 
areas of the legs and feet, the non-specific 
moderate edemas of the feet, the ecchymoses 
from easy bruising, and the pin-point pete- 
chial hemorrhages seen in chronic tylomata, 
helomata, and keratoses. 

The patient with the chronic static foot 
problem is subject to long periods of inter- 
mittent excessive stress with reduced muscle 
power because of curtailment of activity 
Fur- 
ther, this patient has undergone skin changes 
from a simple thickening to the formation 
of tylomata, hyperkeratoses, fibrosis, and to 
atrophy. 


from painful feet or advancing age. 


Add to this any history of past 
injuries, surgery, disease, dietary idiosyn- 
cracies and weight problems and the pro- 
longed ingestion of drugs, and we have 
many factors, as has been reported in the 
literature,®) 45.6 which contribute to 
the depletion or interference of absorption 
of Vitamin C. 
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This could also explain a 
deficiency of the subclinical type. It has 
been suggested that possibly fibrosis and 
other connective tissue changes, so promi- 
nent in later life, may at least in part be a 
result of intermittent or prolonged defi- 
ciencies of Vitamin C.7 

In view of the observations noted here, 
and bearing in mind that fibrosis and con- 
nective tissue changes are very common to 
the feet, we feel justified in assuming that 
early or subclinical deficiencies of Vita- 
min C and hesperidin may be traced to 
manifestations in the feet. It is of interest 
to note that numerous publications indi- 
cate that the frequency of increased capil- 
lary weakness ranges from 16% 
as 80% of patients examined.®:® 1°

Many 
have commented that there is little reason 
for the existence of any Vitamin C deficiency 
when a single medium sized orange more 
than meets the average adult daily require- 
ments. Still, Morris!! found definite and 
unmistakable Vitamin C deficiency in 514% 
of new adult patients seen in his private 
practice in 1953. Numerous diagnostic cri- 
teria gave positive evidence of the defi- 
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ciencies, including pin-point hemorrhages 
on the extremities, positive tourniquet tests, 
and blood levels of Vitamin C often as low 
as 0.2 and 0.3 mg. per 100 ml. In 2.9% of 
cases the diagnosis was frank clinical scurvy. 
This incidence of Vitamin C deficiency in 
514% of all new adult patients in a metro- 
politan practice, as reported by Morris, is 
surprisingly close to the 7% incidence in 
a rural population, as reported by You- 
mans." 

Since the elderly patient constitutes a 
large segment of the practice of podiatry, 
it is important for us to keep in mind ‘that 
low intake of Vitamin C is very prevalent 
among elderly patients and that investiga- 
tors commonly find very low blood levels 
and tissue reserves.12)!*> Although advanc- 
ing age brings more exacting nutritional 
demands, among the most essential of which 
is an increased need for Vitamin C,!4 15 
older adults often have a decreased intake 
of Vitamin C.!2 Reasons for the inade- 
quate intake by elderly people include di- 
gestive disorders, failing appetite, chronic 
infections, difficulties in mastication, food 
prejudices, economic circumstances and 
improper knowledge of food values.'* 1% 16 
17,18,19 Case and his associates!? recently 
reported their findings among a group of 
140 elderly patients in a chronic disease 
hospital in which the average Vitamin C 
intake was 59 mgs. daily, and blood levels 
of Vitamin C averaged 35 mg. per 100 ml.* 

The following case reports from our files 
exemplify the value of Vitamin C and hes- 
peridin for the relief of persistent sympto- 
matic static foot problems in ‘the adult with 
clinical and subclinical Vitamin C defi- 
ciency: 

Case—Mrs. S.: 

A 64-year old white woman was seen in 
the office March 21, 1957 with the complaint 
of a burning sensation under her feet, cal- 
louses and some numbness on the tips of 
her lesser toes. She depended on the use 
of a cane to relieve the weight on the right 
leg because of an arthritic hip. Chronolog- 
ically her past history was as follows: 

1950—Arthritis of the right hip. 1954 
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—The use of elastic hose because of poor 
circulation. 1955—Metatarsalgia, bilat- 
erally which was treated with the use of 
flat heeled oxfords to which were added 
orthopedic heels and comma bars on pre- 

scription of her orthopedic surgeon. 1956 

—In April of this year a right sympa- 

thectomy was performed to relieve a cir- 

culatory insufficiency in her right leg. In 

June of the same year she incurred a 

thrombophlebitis of the right leg. The 

patient was placed on dicumarol. 1957— 

In March of this year, at the time of con- 

sulting us the patient, under the super- 

vision of her internist was still on anti- 
coagulants taking 50 mg. of dicumarol 
daily. 

Examination disclosed a right calcaneo- 
varus with a moderate flexion deformity of 
the toes and a left calcaneovalgus. Tylo- 
mata were prominent under the ball of the 
right foot but only slight on the left. Stasis 
dermatitis of moderate severity was evident 
bilaterally as well as some purpuric discol- 
orations on the legs and arms. The ankles 
and feet were moderately edematous and 
the foot pulses were palpable, strong and 
regular. There was no leg length differ- 
ence, but a moderate limitation in external 
rotation was present in the right hip-joint. 
The right foot also has a decided limitation 
of digital abduction as compared to the left. 

Treatment consisted, from March, 1957 
until February of 1961, of the use of custom- 
made shoes, balancers, pressure diffusion 
padding, cushion, wedgings and bars as well 
as podiatric palliative care periodically 
(every 2 to 4 weeks). The use of physical 
therapy was restricted by her internist be- 
cause of her circulatory state. In April of 
1960, we performed nail surgery on the 
right hallux for repair of a chronic incur- 
vated nail. At that time, the C.B.C. and 
differential, the clotting time and bleeding 
time were within normal limits and the 
urinalysis was negative. Dicumarol had 
been discontinued for over a year. The 
recovery was uneventful. 

In December of 1960, she developed a 
neuodermatitis with severe pruritus on her 
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extremities which was relieved with the use 
of antihistaminics. Her internist was of the 
impression that she may have been allergic 
to the product she was using for her dry 
skin. During all of the period of her treat- 
ment she was moderately relieved of her 
discomfort and had contended herself to the 
monthly care of her chronic excrescenses. 
The burning sensation, although decreased, 
was still present and so was the non-specific 
edema of the ankles and the pruritus. 

In February of 1961, following consulta- 
tion with her internist and with his consent, 
the patient was put on hesperidin and as- 
corbic acid 200 mg. of each q.id. Four 
weeks later, the burning sensation had sub- 
sided. By April, the discolored purpuric 
areas of her legs began to clear up and the 
pruritus had stopped. By June, the stasis 
dermatitis was clearing up and the edema 
of her feet had left. When last seen in July 
the pin-point petechial hemorrhages in the 
chronic tylomata and keratoses failed to 
recur and the patient showed an arrest in 
development of her excrescences. The pa- 
tient’s reappointment time was advanced to 
3 months. 

Case—Mrs. R: 

Mrs. R. was referred to our office in June 
of 1960 with the primary complaint of 
severe burning of the balls of her feet, which 
she attributed to painful calluses. She also 
complained of a feeling of numbness at the 
tips of her ‘third and fourth toes, and of 
early fatigue, especially after being on her 
feet at work for 3 to 4 hours. 

Mrs. R. gave a past history of mechanical 
therapy, physical therapy and periodic re- 
duction of her tylomata over a period of 
several years with only little relief and she 
had resigned herself to the fact that “she 
just had sensitive feet and had to live with 
them.” Her past medical history was that 
of thyroid surgery in 1946 and of periodic 
attempts to control her weight problem. 

Examination disclosed an apparently 
healthy and well nourished, well composed 
white woman, 49 years of age, single, 5’ 7” 
and weighing 220 Ibs. She had an outtoe- 
ing stance and gait with high-arched flex- 
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ible type feet. Pronation was moderate and 
the chronic tylomata were minimal with 
pin-point petechiae, or capillary budding, 
at the points of greatest stress. Joint mo- 
bility of the lower extremities was within 
normal limits and pulses were present, 
equal and regular. Slight venous distention 
was evident on her legs and feet with mini-

The patient was ordered into a pair of 
Robert's plates fitted to an 8/8” flat heeled 
oxford. The dress shoes were padded and 
14’”’ metatarsal bars were added to the soles 
just posterior to the metatarsophalangeal 
joint area. Ten minute foot soaks in soapy 
water were prescribed nightly to be followed 
by vigorous massage of the tylomatous areas 
with a hand brush; ending with contrast 
sprays and the rubbing of her feet with an 
emollient. 

One month alter the onset of treatment, 
the patient reported that she was able to 
work all day with no pain. However, the 
moment she would wear any shoes with a 
heel elevation than 8/8”, even 
though she wore her inserts, she would find 
it necessary to wear protective paddings un- 


greater 


der the balls of the feet to minimize her 
discomfort. She was kept under observation 
at 2 week intervals for a period of 2 months. 
Each time she was seen, she would insist on 
reduction of her tylomata which were, in 
actuality, so minimal that reduction could 
not be effected without risking abrasion or 
laceration. Although she was repeatedly ad- 
vised to leave off all protective dressings 
from the balls of her feet to relieve the skin 
of its macerated state, she nevertheless, con- 
tinued to do so. 

In October of 1960, 4 months after com- 
ing to the office for her first consultation, 
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Mrs. R. was put on a course of hesperidin 
and Vitamin C, 200 mg. of each t. i. d., and 
advised to return in | month. On her re- 
turn visit, she reported a major improve- 
ment not only in her feet but of her total 
being. Her feet only occasionally annoyed 
her and she no longer felt early fatigue. She 
was then advised to continue the medication 
and to return in 2 months. 

When we saw her again, she was asympto- 
matic. The patient required no further use 
of protective dressings to her feet and she 
could change shoes freely without incurring 
the burning sensation to her feet or the gen- 
eralized fatigue. The dosage was reduced to 
200 mg. daily and she was requested to re- 
turn at 3 month intervals for prophylactic 
care and check-up. When we saw her last 
June of this year, she reported that not only 
was she feeling well but that her toenails 
and fingernails were, for the first time in 
many years, no longer as thick or friable. 

In the two cases cited, typical of the entire 
group reported, the favorable response to 
the use of the bioflavanoids and Vitamin C 
leads us to presume that the presence of 
lower capillary resistance to the feet must 
be more prevalent than has been previously 
considered. Except for deformity, many of 
the manifestations of static foot problems 
and Vitamin C subnutrition are similar and 
may mask the presence of the less obvious 
condition. 

It is of interest for us to note that Brambel 
in his work with anticoagulant therapy, re- 
ports that Vitamin C subnutrition was pre- 
sumed to lower capillary resistance, but this 
assumption was not substantiated by investi- 
gations that showed that capillary resistance 
tests could not be related to states of Vita- 
min C subnutrition. Of further interest to 
us, are the findings of Brambel and Boines 
who report that hesperidin alone is less ef- 
fective as is ascorbic acid given by itself. 
Our experience with our few patients on 
whom capillary resistance ‘tests were run and 
in whom ascorbic acid alone was used, bears 
out the observations of Brambel and Boines 

The persistence of paraesthesias of the 
feet, such as caumesthesia, baroesthesia, hy- 
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poaesthesia and hyperaesthesia, as well as 
non-specific myositis, non-specific edema, 
early fatigue, irritability and vague muscle 
aches and pains when associated with such 
residuals of venous involvement as dilata 
tion of the vessels, low-grade phlebitis, dis- 
colored purpuric areas on the legs and arms 
ecchymosis from easy bruising, stasis derma 
litis, and pin-point petechiae in chronic tylo 
mata, helomata, and keratoses may well 
prove to be early signs of Vitamin C subnu 
trition. 

It is hoped that this preliminary report 
may serve as a stimulus to further investiga- 
tion of the role of the flavanoids in relation 
to foot health.

A preliminary report is made on the use 
of bioflavanoids and ascorbic acid as an ad- 
junctive treatment in severe stress conditions 
of the feet. Attention is called to what may 
be early signs in the feet of Vitamin C de- 
ficiency.

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Use of a Local Anesthetic (Blockain*) in Podiatry 


A podiatrist, in his daily practice, is often 
called on to use an infiltration or nerve 
block anesthetic technique to aid in his diag- 
nosis or to block pain in surgical procedures. 
Ideally, this anesthetic agent should be as 
“silent” as possible. (It should be free of 
sting and burn, produce rapid and deep 
anesthesia, have adequate duration, and be 
free of local or systemic side effects.) It is 
the purpose of this report to outline experi- 
ence with a satisfactory local anesthetic, 
Blockain® HCl. 0.5%. 

Blockain 11° (propoxycaine) is a white 
crystalline solid which melts at 148.3° C to 
150° C. It is soluble in water to the extent 
of at least 20 per cent; the pH of a 1.0 per 
cent solution is 5.5 which, when adjusted 
with one-tenth normal sodium hydroxide to 
a PH of 7.0, does not precipitate. Blockain 
appears to be an improvement upon pro- 
caine with a local anesthetic activity lying 
about halfway between procaine and tetra- 
caine. It appears to possess an activity rang- 
ing from five to seven times that of pro- 


* Blockain® (brand of propoxycaine) supplied by 
Breon Laboratories, Inc., New York, N. Y. 
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caine as determined by sciatic nerve block 
studies in animals.* 

The Blockain Hydrochloride, as presently 
supplied, does not contain a vasopressor 
substance and none was added to any of the 
solution used for these cases. (The addition 
of epinephrine to the anesthetic solution 
may be desirable in certain surgical cases 
particularly where bleeding is a factor. In 
my experience, it was not necessary to add 
the vasopressor to prolong the duration of 
anesthesia as this duration was adequate for 
surgical procedures. The addition of epine- 
phrine would have had no benefit in the 
diagnostic procedures.) Wydase®! (hyalu- 
ronidase) was added to the solution when 
additional spreading was indicated. 

Sixty cases in a podiatry practice were 
chosen in serial order for this study. They 
may be divided into two groups: 18 surgical 
and 42 therapeutic. Ages ranged from 18-72 
years. No diabetic patients were included. 
Results of surgical blocks or infiltration are 
tabulated in Table I.

Injection of Blockain, 0.5% produced 
rapid onset of anesthesia (usually within 
60 seconds) with duration averaging ap- 
proximately 2 hours. A transient burning or 
stinging was reported by one patient and 
was restricted by the very rapid onset of 
anesthesia. It is difficult to ascribe this burn- 
ing or stinging to the medication as the area 
of infiltration or block was normally affected 
by the condition of the patient’s extremities. 
There were no generalized reactions attri- 
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butable to the anesthetic agent. (One pa 
tient became nauseated, due to apprenhen- 
sion.) No dermal or wound edge sloughing 
was encountered. 


Discussion 
Digital surgery is a specialty and must be 
done with meticulous care. Injection of too 
much anesthetic solution is uncalled for and 
may complicate the surgery or diagnostic 
procedure. Five cc. of the anesthetic solu- 
tion is normally sufficient for anesthesia of 
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a toe. If injections are made at the base 
of the toe and quantity is restricted, epine- 
phrine may be added in the indicated sur- 
gical procedures if the normal precautions 
are observed. Epinephrine must be used 
cautiously on the patient with a previous 
history of hypertension, cardiac irregulari- 
ties, circulatory disturbances, etc. Supportive 
therapy must always be on hand. Intelli- 
gent use of a potent local anesthetic, such as 
Blockain, is invaluable in therapeutic and 
diagnostic procedures and can be useful for 
relief of pain during surgical intervention. 

The present study confirms, within the 
limits of the practice of podiatry, previous 
studies?-? which describe Blockain as a fast 
acting local anesthetic possessing good depth 
of anesthesia and duration of anesthesia 
longer than procaine but less than Ponto- 
caine®?, 


Summary and Conclusion 

A clinical report on the use of Blockain 
Hydrochloride, 0.5% as a local anesthetic in 
60 procedures has been presented. The 
blocks or infiltrations were divided into two 
groups: 42 of therapeutic blocks; and 18 
anesthetic blocks for surgical intervention. 
A brief discussion of the role of epinephrine

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An Ionization Pad Electrode Unit 


In the absence of certain special equipment 
and instruments, it has often been necessary 
to adapt that which is available to produce 
what is more suitable to our profession. This 
paper presents an original device* which I 
hope fits into your practice as it has in mine, 
developed for expediency in rendering ioni- 
zation treatment. This device makes pos- 
sible a simple, neat, non-cumbersome, 
quickly rendered treatment. 

The following is a description of the pan

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electrode (see Fig. 1) which can be varied 
according to individual office requirement. 

The components required are: 

1. A suitably sized rectangular basin such 
as a photographic developing tank or any 
plastic basin of sufficient depth. 

2. A copper plate of any thickness (I use 
approximately 14 inch) which will fit the 
bottom of the basin. It should exceed the 
lengthwise dimension by 34 inch. This 
extra 34 inch is trimmed so that a “post” 
can be bent to an upright position to accept 
a clip electrode.

clectrode device. 


3. A rubberized mat of a_ perforated 
waffle-type pattern. (This can be purchased 
through restaurant supply houses.) 

This provides a basin with the electrode 
covering the entire bottom with a perforated 
wallle-type rubber mat over the electrode so 
the patient with his feet in the basin is not 
in direct contact with the copper plate. 

Perhaps the most useful, chemical, and 
easily handled for office iontophoresis is cop- 
per sulfate. It is an effective astringent, 
fungicide, antiseptic and caustic, depending 
on strength of solution. The copper sulfate 
used is granular N.F., percentage 2° in 
either distilled or tap water. (I have not 
found any contraindication to tap water.) 
This is effective for fungus infections and/on 
hyperhydrosis. 

Other chemicals useful for ionic medica- 
tion are silver nitrate, zinc sulphate, hista- 
mine, mecholyl, novocaine, magnesium 
sulphate, lithium compounds, potassium 
iodide, sodium salicylate, ete. 

The galvanic equipment should deliver a 
smooth current. I have come to prefer the 
Minigal.®! It is a very compact, easily 
movable unit of 15 milliamperage power 
provided with transistors which produce a 
current as smooth as a battery unit. The 
advantage, of course, is in its compactness 
and portability.

The galvanic machine is slowly turned to 
patient tolerance (from 3 milliamperes to 
10 milliamperes) . The dosage is individual 
ized. We usually administer 100 milli 
ampere minutes (10 minutes of 10 milli 
amperes).

Transformation Due to Trauma— 
A Case Report

J. CG, a 55-year-old Caucasian male, 
weighing 180 Ibs. and 5’11” in height, was 
admitted complaining of acute pain in the 
second toe, left foot. The patient related a 
history of congenital contraction of the toe 
and the development of a heloma over the 
proximal interphalangeal articulation many 
years ago. This heloma had only been 
moderately painful until 2 months prior to 
admission. At that time, the patient fell 
and traumatized the hyperkeratosis. Subse- 
quently, the mass became larger and more 
senstitive, and the patient could tolerate no 
covering over the toe. A physician was con- 
sulted and he diagnosed the problem as an 
infected corn. An antibiotic ointment was 
prescribed and was applied to the area for 
2 months with no subjective or objective 
improvement. 

The personal medical history was not sig- 
nificant with the patient reporting no drug 
allergies or severe illnesses. He smokes ap- 
proximately 30 cigarettes daily and has no 
other habituations. Family history disclosed 
a similar contraction of the second toe on 
the patient’s father, but no complications 
had ever developed. Both parents are de- 
ceased. The mother died of pneumonia and 
the father succumbed to a cerebral vascular 
accident.

Clinical examination (Fig. 1) revealed a 
severe contraction of the second toe, left 
foot, with a dome-shaped reddened mass 
overlying the proximal interphalangeal 
articulation. A yellow crust was present on 
the superior aspect of the lesion, and taut, 
thin skin lined its circumference. Radio- 
graphically, no bone or joint pathology ex- 
isted, and other than visualization of the 
mass, no soft tissue abnormalities were 
found. Laboratory examinations consisting 
of routine urinalysis, hematology, and Kahn 
‘Test were all normal. A tentative diagnosis 
of papilloma was established and the patient 
was scheduled for surgical excision of the 
neoplasm along with an arthroplasty of the 
proximal interphalangeal articulation to 
straighten the digit. 

The operative procedure was conducted 
under local anesthesia. The neoplasm was 
excised en mass and the head of the proxi- 
mal phalanx was resected to achieve the 
arthroplasty. Postoperative healing was 
normal and uneventful. The pathology re- 
port on the specimen was as follows: 

Beneath the encrusted area there is a 
thick hornified layer which pushes the 
surface epithelium down into the shape 
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of a cup. This surface epithelium is 
quite hyperplastic and thick. It has 
normal intercellular bridges and a few 
mitoses. It also contains many horned 
pairs which appear to be reactive and 
are usually in the long papillae. Adja- 
cent to the epithelium there is an infil- 
tration of lymphocytes of variable thick- 
ness. At the base of an _ occasional 
papilla there is a downgrowth of ana- 
plastic cells with many mitoses and 
large nucleoli into the collection of 
lymphocytes. 


Conclusion 
Inverted papillary keratosis of the skin 


with questionable early carcinomatous trans- 
formation. 

The patient’s family physician was im- 
mediately notified to consummate follow-up 
treatment. To date (3 months following 
surgery) no complications have arisen. 
Comment 

Anaplastic degeneration of pressure kera- 
toses following trauma is certainly uncom- 
mon. However, the possibility exists as 
demonstrated by this case history. There- 
fore, morphologic change of an excrescence 
after injury should be observed closely, and 
a high index of suspicion maintained.

Allergic Response to Salisacom— 
A Case Report

Tuis is a case history describing an unusual 
allergic response to Salisacom®!. Mrs. W. 
brought her son into this office 13 August 
1961, with a complaint of pain in the area 
of the left heel. The patient, a 13-year-old 
youth, seemed normal in all respects of 
visual observation, though somewhat short 
for his age. No unusual anxieties were 
noted, and pulse and respiration were 
normal. 

The condition, a “wart” as the mother 
depicted it, had recently been treated, prior 
to the visit to this office, by the patient’s 
family physician via electro-cautery, yet in a 
period of the last 2 months the lesion once 
again took on the appearance of a verruca. 
The growth was located on the plantar 
aspect of the left heel, located centrally, 
approximately 114 inches from the posterior 
aspect of the heel, protruding slightly. 

There was no inflammation about o1

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within the growth, and no swelling or secre- 
tion. The paticnt, however, complained of 
slight radiating pain into the medial ankle 
ligaments, and musculature in the posterior 
of the leg. This was probably due to the 
fact that the lad had been toe-walking for 
some time in an attempt to take the weight 
off the heel. 

The growth itself, measured some .186 
centimeters in diameter and appeared typ- 
ical of the verruca family, with visible 
papillae evident throughout. There was 
pain on digital pressure. Verruca plantaris, 
as Greenbaum! says, “appears on the ball 
of the foot and heel, and assumes the ap- 
pearance of a corn from the firm horny 
ring surrounding it. Tenderness makes 
walking painful,” establishing our diagnosis. 
failed, the

Since electro-cautery had 


same mode of therapy instituted again. 
Also, we desired a minimum of scar, and a 
modality which would not cause appre 
hension. 

It should be remembered, “some warts 
disappear spontaneously but others persist 
for many years. Response to treatment 
varies from cure with the simplest measures, 
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to persistence despite intensive therapy.”* 
This particular verruca had to be con- 
sidered resistant to treatment. Thus is was 
decided to use Salisacom for 5 days and see 
what, if any, the reponse would be. (Salisa- 
com is a salicylic acid preparation in com- 
bination with Chloral Hydrate 3% in a 
modified beeswax base.) This preparation 
is a standard in many offices and institu- 
tions. has been 
used by the author cannot be estimated.

The area about the lesion was cleansed, 
the verruca itself debrided, and skin ad- 
herent was applied about the growth in a 
circular manner. Then a piece of tape with 
a small and 
around the lesion. A 14 inch piece of white 


aperture was placed over 


felt cut to the shape of the patient's heel 
was applied with an aperture the size of 
the verruca carefully cut to fit around the 
affected area. Salisacom alone was placed 
in the aperture, with a cottom wisp used 
to seal it in. Then the entire dressing was 
covered with tape. 

The patient appeared comfortable, and 
both he and the parent received instructions 
as to when to return and how, at subsequent 
visits, another medication would be used in 
conjunction, depending on response. The 
author then left the treatment room. 

Within 60 seconds, a “come quick” re- 
mark from the mother brought this prac- 
titioner immediately into the treatment 
room. The patient was half reclining and 
half sitting in the treatment chair. A marked 
pallor was noted, with beads of perspiration 
forming on the forehead. Pulse and respira- 
tion were noticeably accelerated, while the 
extremity was cold and clammy with ex- 
cessive sweating noted about the margins 
of the newly applied adhesive tape. A com- 
plete allergic response was apparently un- 
dlerway. 

It should be remembered that, “The ex- 
citing causes of an allergic reaction in man, 
that is the antigens, are many and varied. 


They may be absorbed by ingestion, in- 
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halation, injection from a focus of infec- 
tion This list 
contains the pollens, danders and many 
other airborne substances of 


or from external contacts. 
animal and 
vegetable origin, foods, drugs and _biolog- 
icals, and bacteria and their products. Sensi- 
tization is not limited to proteins though 
they are the commonest antigens, but it is 
known to exist to fats, oils, resins, metals 
and to such simple organic compounds as 
the alkaloids and benzol ring derivatives.’* 

Careful questioning elicited the fact that 
the patient had not reacted to tape in the 
past, and since the patient weakly claimed 
there was terrific pain emanating from the 
aperture, it was assumed that the sensitizing 
agent was the acid, or perhaps the base. 

The dressing was removed instantly, and 
the excess of Salisacom cleansed from the 
lesion. The field was then rinsed with al- 
cohol. Once the area was completely free 
of this foreign matter, the temperature in th 
extremity seemed to rise and the excessive 
sweating in the area diminished, while the 
patient in general seemed to take on a more 
normal appearance. 

This case history is not being reported to 
warn practitioners against the use of Salisa- 
com, since we have, and shall continue to 
use this the treatment of 
verrucous tissue. However, it is presented

to show that a routine material can be the 
cause of an allergic reaction and the prac- 
titioner must be cognizant of what might 
happen. Accelerated pulse and respiration 
can be the result of topical applications 
which may be just as dangerous to the wel- 
fare of the patient as are side reactions from 
parenteral administrations.

to carry on a project dealing with the reia- 
tionship of pH to wound healing. Other 
staff members of the college will participate 
and the facilities of the foot clinics are 
being employed. 

The purpose of this study is to determine 
the pH of surgical wounds, infected wounds, 
and non-healing or slowly healing wounds 
and the effect of changing the pH. 

Preliminary work indicates that wound 
healing is slowed or delayed when the pH 
of the wound is distinctly on the alkaline 
side and the rate of healing increased when 
PH is changed to the acid side.

Conceived a Century Ago

The commissioning of Dr. Richard G. 
Macdonald, podiatrist, as a lieutenant in the 
United States Army Medical Department 
on September 14, 1961, almost coincided 
with the 100th anniversary of the first at- 
tempt to provide organized foot care for the 
military. 

This was during the Civil War and Dr. 
Isachar Zacharie was President Lincoln’s 
podiatrist. In fact, he proved so effective 
that the President suggested Zacharie be 
appointed Surgeon-Chiropodist of the Union 
Army. Dr. Zacharie, a British-born physi- 
cian and chiropodist, had attained a high 
degree of skill and recognition as a foot 
specialist while practicing in New York, and 
because of his reputation, was requested to 
treat the feet of the President. 

On September 22, 1862, Lincoln wrote, 
“Dr. Zacharie has operated on my feet with 
great success, and considerable addition to 
my comfort.” 

Zacharie was even more than the Presi- 
dent’s foot doctor, though, and throughout 
the war served as Lincoln’s intimate friend, 
agent and advisor on military and political 
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matters. According to the New York World, 
he enjoyed Mr. Lincoln’s confidence per- 
haps more than any other private individual 
and was perhaps the most favored family 
visitor at the White House. 

It all began in September, 1862, when 
Zacharie, who had already removed corns 
and bunions from some of the most distin- 
guished feet in the country, including those 
of Henry Clay and William Cullen Bryant, 
journeyed to Washington for an interview 
with Secretary of War Stanton. Whether it 
was to treat Stanton’s feet or for. another 
purpose, is not known; but Zacharie first 
looked to Stanton’s pedal comfort, and then 
proceeded to discuss the foot health of the 
army. He proposed to organize a corps of 
chiropodists for army service, “a corps of 
corn doctors or foot soidiers,” as the pun- 
ning New York Herald would have it. The 
Secretary of War apparently thought more 
of Zacharie’s professional treatments than he 
did of his military proposals, for he passed 
him on to the President, not to discuss the 
chiropodists’ corps, but to relieve Lincoln’s 
feet.

From newspaper accounts of the day, it is 
known that Zacharie treated the feet ol 
Generals McClellan, Banks, and Burnside, 
as well as many cabinet members and othe? 
high officials. But the rank and file soliders 
did not receive this care. 

It was from Zacharie’s ideas, training, and 
abilities in pedic care, however, that the con- 
cept of military podiatry  (chiropody) 
evolved. (Some 20 years earlier, podiatry, 
as a branch of the healing arts, began to 
gain acceptance among the American peo- 
ple following the establishment of the first 
podiatry office in Boston.) 

It was not until January, 1957, that the 
Army Medical Department began commis- 
sioning podiatrists. On October 25, 1961, 
Dr. John L. Charlton, Jr., the first podiatrist 
to have been commissioned in our modern 
\rmy, was promoted to the rank of Captain 
in the Medical Service Corps. Captain 
Charlton is stationed at the Walter Reed 
\rmy Medical Center, Washington, D. C. 





Il Congress International de 


Podologie: Paris 1961 


A total of 32 members of the American 
Podiatry Association registered at the 2nd 
International Congress of Podology in Paris 
held September 9-12, 1961. We were intro- 
duced to real French hospitality and 
thoughtfulness, when two officials of the 
Congress, M. Robert Faitout and Mdme. 
Francoise Calafat arrived at the Hotel 
Claridge to pre-register the Americans. 
This saved much confusion and time the 
following day at the opening of the meet- 
ings. 

The Congress consisted of pedicurists, 
chiropodists, and orthopedists, representing 
the countries of France, Holland, Belgium, 
Italy, Switzerland, Spain, Venezuela, Swe- 
den, Austria and Germany. The U.S.A. was 
not officially a part of the Congress, but Dr. 
Milton Lewis of Chicago read a paper on 
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“The Diabetic Foot” at the opening session. 
We were surprised to learn that the pedi- 
curists who attended were really profes- 
sional people with very good educations. 
They were very well trained in palliative 
work, orthopedics and minor surgery. 

The meetings were held at Maison de la 
Chimie, a beautiful government building, 
and we were most impressed to find a colon 
guard of soldiers making a path from the 
entrance through the foyer and up a marble 
staircase to the meeting room. This was 
arranged for Dr. J. A. Huet, the Minister 
for Public Health and Population. As the 
scientific papers were read in French and 
German, headphones connected to individ- 
ual transistor receiving sets were provided 
for simultaneous intepretation into English, 
Spanish, French and German. Personal in- 
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terpreters were also available for individual 
translations as needed. Most of the papers 
were given by physicians, but all concerned 
the pedal extremity in phases of physiology, 
surgery and orthopedics. One afternoon 
was devoted to “Hygroma” and the defini- 
tion of the term. Final conclusion was that 
it should be defined as an inflammation ol 
a serious bursa. 

I think I can speak for the Americans 
present when I state that we were most im- 
pressed by the commercial exhibits. Prod- 
ucts and equipment were displayed from 
nearly every country in Europe. Chairs dis- 
played were of light, tubular chrome type, 
with leg rests. None were hydraulic. The 
cabinets, however, were outstanding, and 
included three types: (1) The standard 
base cabinet, but with built-in adjustable 
lamp, suction and drill. It had a central 
panel for the electrical switches. (2) A com- 
plete dental-type unit, again with drill, suc- 
tion, lamp, tray and built-in ultrasound. 
(3) A “lazy susan” type with a round, rotat- 
ing top and octagon base with alternating 
drawer and shelf space, supported with four 
legs on casters. 

A very interesting demonstration of corn 
removing with a special instrument was 
shown on closed circuit television. The in- 
strument was developed by a German 
chiropodist, and one of the features of the 
instrument was that it was adapted by pre- 
cision micro-sharpening. 

On the third morning, there were official 
introductions of foreign delegations, and 
they kindly included the American Podiatry 
Association. Leo Liss, the official represent- 
ative designated by the House of Delegates 
of the A.P.A., had departed for home before 
the opening of the Congress, and the writer 
was asked to appear in his place. 

The social functions were outstanding 
and included an elegant banquet at the 
Grand Hotel; chartered motor coach tours 
to the palaces at Versailles and Chantilly; 
an early evening reception given by the 
Mayor at the Paris Town Hall; a cocktail 
reception at noon at the first stage in the 
Eiffel Tower, and a moonlight trip through 
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Paris on the Seine in a chartered boat, dur- 
ing which champagne was served on board. 
It was a truly thrilling experience to asso- 
ciate with foreign members of our profes- 
sion, and to learn something of their 
philosophy of podology.

Podiatrists Report on European Trip 

In addition to attending the Interna- 
tional Congress of Podology, a number of 
podiatrists toured the continent as well as 
Great Britain. 

While in London, several of our podia- 
trists met with members of the British 
Chiropody Association for a round-table dis- 
cussion. Dr. C. A. Fritts of Englewood, 
Colorado, displayed some audio-visual ma- 
terials before the group, including “The 
Care of Infants’ Feet” which had been pre- 
pared for the Denver General Hospital as 
part of the hospital’s prenatal education 
program. 

Dr. Fritts reports that the bus on which 
podiatrists and their families traveled nearly 
1,000 miles in Europe had a large sign in

The Practice Act was amended so that the 
practice of podiatry is the diagnosis of me- 
chanical, medical or surgical treatment, or 
treatments, or treatment by the use of drugs, 
of the feet, but does not include major sur- 
gery or the use of a general anesthetic. 

Other changes provided for making po- 
diatry and chiropody synonymous, clarifying 
the right to prescribe internal medication, 
providing that the podiatrist is a licensed 
doctor with the descriptive term foot special- 
ist; inclusion of podiatry in the public wel- 
fare laws and spelling out more clearly the 
educational requirements. 

The amendment now clearly indicates 
that podiatry is a medical and surgical prac- 
tice.
